Ottawa, Out., Juno 10.— At ft meeting 
to-night of the civic committee, a ten- 
tative programme was arranged for the 
reception of the Royal party in Septem- 
ber. A number of sub-committees were 
appointed to provide decorations, music 
and entertainment. 

Colonel Cotton, assistant adjutant-gen- 
eral for artillery at headquarters, and 
officer commanding the Ottawa brigade, 
will succeed Colonel Hubert Foster as 
quartermaster-general. 

'The following deaths among the Cana- 
dians in the South African Constabulary 
have been reported to the Governor-Gen- 
eral. Trooper Edward Mullins died of 
enteric fever at Ekuidsfontein, May 31. 
He belonged to Albert County, N. B. 
Trooper Wm, tlnnnon of Kildnre 
County, Ireland, died of enteric it £ 
Bloemfontein, 27th May; Trooper Chas. 
Ilarlett. of Woouona. .Man., died of 
wounds received at Rietsfontein, May 
HI. This latter report indicates that the 
Canadians have been under fire. 

A curious feature of the strike occur- 
red on Saturday afternoon when the 
saw-mill employees of W. O. Edwards, 
M. P., left the factory, at five, instead 
Of six o'clock, after their demand for 
shorter hours had been refused. If Mr. 
Edwards attempts to dock the men for 
the hour there will be a general strike 
in the mill. 

The steamer James Swift, of the Rid- 
eau Lakes Navigation company, took fire 
last night nt her berth in the canal basin 
hero. One of her crew, a fireman, Robt. 
Ireland, of Bnrriefleld, near Kingston, 
was burned to death, and three others, 
John Miller of Nowboro, Thos. Sykes 
of Seeley Ray and Richard Dunn of 
Broekville, are in the hospital suffering 
from a severe scorching. They only es- 
caped by jumping into the dock.

WAS SHE MURDERED? 

Woman Dupe to Aid Insurance Swin- 
dle Overdid Her Part. 

Chicago, .Tunc 10.— Dr. A. H. Hun- 
ger and F, Wayland, who have been on 
trial for conspiracy to defraud insur- 
ance companies through tlto death of 
Mi.ss Mary Defenbnch, were this even- 
ing found guilty and sentenced to pen- 
itentiary. Frank H. Smiley, indicted 
with Hunger and Wayland, pleaded 
guilty and tinned state's evidence. It is 
likely that ho will escape with a light 
sentence. Tito evidence in that case 
showed that Hunger, Brown, Smiley 
and Miss Defenbach entered into a con- 
spiracy by which Smiley was to appear 
as the affianced husband of tho woman. 
Sho was then to be ill and die, leaving 
tho insurance, which included cno 
policy in n .stock company and two in 
fraternal organizations, the total aggre- 
gating $25,000. The woman in her will 
said that she desired her remains to be 
cremated, and it is thought that it was 
tho intention to hurry her away after 
her supposed death and cremate another 
body procured from a hospital. The 
woman was taken ill according to pro- 
gramme, but did not rally and died. Her 
body was at once cremated. An inquest 
was held by assistant coroner .Tohn B. 
Weickler without a jury, and Weickler 
returned to the coroner's ofllco a ver- 
dict that the woman had died of natur- 
al causes. The death of the woman is 
shrouded in mystery and physicians on 
the stand differed widely as to the 
cause of deatli. The state, however, 
declared that the woman was murder- 
ed, although it could not be proved. It 
was shown that all the insurance car- 
ried by the woman was nf-signcd before

MINERS ACCEPT 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, June 10— The grand loduo 
of .the Fishermen's Union report to the 
executive of the canners' combine this 
afternoon that the white fishermen and 
Indians decline to accept the offer of tho 
canners. The proposition was to pay 12 
cents for cockeyes during July nud 10 
cents during August, with Uie under- 
standing that the price would be lower- 
ed thereafter, if the run wns too big to 
handle. A great deal of argument wan 
advanced on both sides nnd tho wholo 
question was thrashed out. The can- 
ners' executive finally informed the 
fishermen's executive that their demand 
for 15 cents per fish was simply out of 
the question and would not bo consid- 
ered; but that the time for tho payment 
of 12 cents per fish would bo extended 
until tho 3rd of August, thus taking in 
another Saturday. 

Dr. Bell-Irving, chairman of the can- 
ners executive, states that he does not 
believe the fishermen will accept the pro- 
position of tho canners, nnd ho fears a 
strike nnd probably trouble, for the can- 
ners were not prepared to mako any fur- 
ther concessions, but would go on and 
put up their pack with any fishermen. 
Japanese, Indians or whites, who would 
accept their terms. 

Captain Anderson, one of the m 
prominent figures in the fishorm 
strike of last your, was sent as a 
gate to the encamped Indians at Chilli 
wack Inst week. According to OPtain 
Anderson's own story, he wns received 
in a friendly spirit by tho bif^op uud 
clergy at Squah ranehoree, a/d hold a 
meetings at which 30 chiefs w/ro present. 
Anderson says that the chiefs decided 
that they could not make #"y money at 
12 cents and 10 cents after July, and 
they decided that they; would demand 
15 cents, or decline toJpsh. An agree- 
ment was drawn up ro this effect nnd 
duly signed according to the Indian 
fashion. Mr. Andfson says that the 
Indians this year >hd declined to follow 
Agent Devlin's at vice, in fact the In- 
dians as well iv the missionaries were 
with him, and" ho had no opposition. 
Ho further jbifo the statement that 
some of theJfo'dinn chiefs said that tho 
whites need'ii'fr bother about the Japs, 
that they.<voultl Jdok'aftor tiiein. 

Indian , Agent Devlin said when spoken 
to rega/amg the references to himself, 
that lx- 1 .was not interfering with tho 
India's In the salmon fishing in any 
shopp or form. He was letting them 
lam (heir own course without an at- 
tonpt to guide tliom. Certain instruc- 
/lOns he had received Gad been tho rea- 
-:on of his taking this course. (Last year 
he had been tireless in his exertions to 
keep the Indians out of the trouble, and' 
it was through his efforts that the con- 
duet of the Indians last sensiln had been 
so OXelMplai-y under most trying cami'll- 
stances. This year his time would pot 
come to act unless violence wag threaten- 
ed, and then it would bo seen wiios>i 
advice the Indians would follow. His 
influence with the Indians was as potent 
for good as ifhad ever 'been, and ho 
did not fear that his advice would not 
be taken by those 1 whom it was his con- 
stant care' to watch Ovei', look _ after, 
and shield from harm in the <lis.tr.i7ts. 
ovei' which he had jurisdiction. 

The following js the copy of the ngroo- 
mrnt: 

"We the undersigned chiefs of the pro- 
vince of British Columbia, of the dis- 
tricts of Now Westminster, iSechelr, 
Squamis-h, and other places, do agree not 
to lish sockeye salmon Tor less than' 15 
cents a fish the present season, and we 
will not go to the canneries until the 
price is settled with the Fishermen's 
union."

Nnnaimo, B. C. June 10.— Messrs. 
Dunsmuir and Fuul.ls this afternoon 
met 11 committee of Alexandra miners 
in the company's office at South Welling- 
ton regarding prices. Mr. Dunsmtljr of- 
fered the same scale as was in opera- 
tion immediately before the mine closed 
down. That is a ton of 2,!!r>2 pounds, 
at sixty-six cents. The interview lastel 
nearly two hours, and immediately af- 
terward a mass meeting of miners was 
held in the union's ball to discuss Mr. 
Dunsmuir's offer. When Messrs. Duns- 
muir and Faulds were conversing with 
the committee on the railway track be- 
fore entering the office to discuss prices, 
Lionel Terry, secretary of the union, 
joined them. Mr. Faulds said: "T.liis is 
Mr. Terry. Mr. Dunsmuir." The Pre; 
mier replied. I don't want, to see him at 
nil. An animated argument then took 
place, in which Mr. Dunsmuir declared 
he had ho objection to meeting a com- 
mittee of his own workmen, but did not 
want any delegation from the union. 
He was prepared to employ union men, 
but declined having anything whatever 
to do with Terry, who withdrew. The 
miners at a mass meeting unanimously 
decided to accept Mr. Dunsmuir's offer, 
adoption of u resolution being carried 
amidst cheers. 

The meeting then exonerated Secretary 
Terry from all blame, nnd upon Jiis in- 
forming them he was going away, alto- 
gether, presented him a purse of one hun- 
dred dollars. Mr. Dunsmuir in reply to 
u question after conference with com- 
mittee said it' miners rejected his offer 
he would not bring in any non-union men 
to operate the mine, it would lie idle. Mr.

U. S. AGRICULTURE. 

Shows a Decline in Acreage Compared 
With Last Year. 

Washington, June 10. — Preliminary 
reports of the spring wheat, acreage in- 
dicate a reduction of about. 1,200,000 
acres, or G.4 per cent. Of the states re- 
porting 10,000 acres or upwards in 
spring wheat, S report an increase ag- 
gregating about 34,000 acres, and 12 ,'i 
decrease of about 1,235,1)00. There is 
an increase in acreage of 10 per cent, in 
New Mexico, 7 in Nevada, 4 in Arizona, 
3 in Michigan. 2 in Montana and Utah, 
1 in Wyoming and Washington, while 
in Iowa there is a decrease of 13 per 
cent, Oregon S, Kansas 7, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota (i, Illinois, Nebraska, 
South Dakoto and California 5, Idaho 4, 
Colorado 2. The acreage in oats is 
smaller than the acreage harvested Inst 
year by 3.U per cent. The acreage re- 
ported as on barley is 1.2 per cent, 
smaller than tho area harvested last 
year. The acreage under rye- shows a 
reduction of KG per cent, from that har- 
vested last year. In Pennsylvania the 
area is reported the same as last year, 
while in Now York there is a shrink- 
age of 4 per cent. The average condi- 
tion of rye is 03.9, as compared with 
87.(1 on June 1, 1000. 

'TRAP SHOOTERS. 

U. S. Team Does Not Make Such High 
Scores as Expected. 

•'London, June 10.— The American trap- 
shooters had some practise today, as a 
preliminary to tomorrow's contest, but 
they found the conditions so different to 
t.iiose that tht-y had been accustomed to 
that the shooting of the whole team has 
been much below its United States av- 
erage. All the shooting hero is down- 
hill. The targets are thrown far and 
fast and at a Higher elevation than in 
the United States.

Boers were killed, four wounded, 400 
were made prisoners, and ,">.'! surrender- 
ed, 051 rifles, 115,350 rounds of am- 
munition, wagons and 4,000 horses 
were captured." 

Tho Sun hears that Mrs. Botha will 
•Etart Wednesday for The Hague, where 
Mr. Knisi't lias been summoned to at- 
tend a conference of the Boer agents in 
Europe and the United States to consid- 
er the reports Mrs. Botha has brought 
from her husband, in which be advises 
iMr. Kruger, as the constitutional head 
of the Transvaal, to sue for peace on the 
best terms obtainable. 

Berlin, .Tune 10.— The Kleins Journal 
today prints n despatch from The Hague 
saving that Queen Wilhelniinii's recent 
visit here was meant to obtain Einneror 
William's consent to end tin- South 
'African war, both the Sweibund ami 
JDreibu'nd being willing to do so, through 
The Hague arbitration court, and that 
the Emperor consented, and the court 
began work thereon. The despatch has 
created a sensation here. 

The Associated Press has obtained the 
following foreign ofllce statement, winch 
is authorized by Count von Sue-low the 
imperial chancellor: "Neither Great 
Britain, France nor Russia over ap- 
proached Germany to participate m any 
action , aiming at ending the isoutii 
African war. . . 

"Germany has all along distinguished 
Vtween offering her service and inter- 
""ntion. To render her good office would 
Impossible under certain circumstances, 
■viz If both parties to the war should 
yeou^t- if, but it. will bo remembered 
that Treat Britain joined The Hague 
coiifor M ce only on conditions that the 
Boer sites we're excluded. 

"There j s no doubt that Mr. Kruger. 
who is a serious statesman, came to 
Europe to .i,|nin the good offices of sev- 
eral of the owers to end the war. But 
There is also no doubt that Croat Bri- 
tain docs not «jint their good offices. At 
least it is tru that since the South 
African war Ke-an Groat Britain has 
never, either verblly or in writing, con- 
fidentially, or oOLjally, broached such 
an idea. 

"It is quite possibli that the Boor side 
has now formally aked The Hague 
arbitration court to le„i its aid to end 
live war somehow, and that the court 
has had a session regard.,,; the matter.

CHINESE INDEMNITY. 

United States Declines to Enter Joint 
Guarantee of Powers. 

Washington, Juno 10.— The govern- 
■ernment has formally communicated to 
the foreign powers the impossibility of 
joining in a joint guarantee for the 
payment of the Chinese indemnity. The 
•difficulties in the way of such an ar- 
rangement are sot forth in the com- 
munication, particularly those relating 
to the constitutional restrictions on lie' 
(President in making a joint guarantee 
of this character. 

In view of the determination of the 
United States not to be a parly to a 
Joint guarantee, there is anxiety shown 
Jn diplomatic circles as to the outcome 
on the question of indemnities. One 
view is that the majority of the powers 
being favorable to a joint guarantee 
will execute their joint instrument and 
thereafter carry on a. concert of their 
own. In that event, it is said the Unit- 
ed States would nrrange directly with 
■China as to the United States portion 
of the indemnity. The (representatives 
• of most of the European powers do nol 
toolieve that a resort to thn Hague tri- 
bunal as proposed by the United Statt-s 
will be acceptable to their governments. 



iLondon, June 10.— Sir Walter Besant. 
the novelist, died yesterday at his resi- 
dence in Hnmpstead after a fortnight's 
illness, from influenza. 

He was to have attended the Atlantic 
union dinner tonight, and to propose the 
toast to "English Speaking Communi- 
ties." 

Sir Walter Besant was born at Ports- 
mouth in 18MS, and graduated with hon- 
ors at Cambridge. He was intended for 
the church, but abandoned this career, 
and for a time was professor in the Royal 
College at Mauritius. Ho soon returned 
to England, and in 18(53 produced his 
first work, "Studies in Early French 
Poetry." Ho brought out some othtir 
works, and in 1S71 entered into partner- 
ship with Mr. James Rice, when he be- 
gan that series of novels that, made their 
names so famous with millions of read- 
ers. IMr. Besant wrote also under his 
own name many works, one perhaps of 
the ino.s-t famous being "All Soils and 
Conditions of Men," which led to the es- 
tablishment of the People's Palace in the 
Hast. End of London. "The World Went 
Very Well Then." ••Dorothy poster" and 
a host of other novels remain as his 
rork, and he has also written some more 
Prions books such as the "Rise of the 
Bitish Empire, " published in 1S0T. Lal- 
teri; .Sir Walter Besant bad interested 
hiimvif in the scheme for celebrating the 
mlllettiry of Alfred the Croat.

Nippon Yuseii Kaisha Adds New 
Steamers to Victoria- 
Yokohama Li :ie. 


Semimonthly Service Inaugu- 
rated With Arrival of the 
Kinshiu Maru. 



Steamer Kinshiu Marn of the X. Y. 
K. line, which arrived from - the Orient 
yesterday morning, Ls the first vessel 
running under the reorganized schedule 
of the Japanese line, by which its 
steamers are to give a fortnightly in- 
stead of a monthly service as formerly 
between Chinese and Japanese ports and 
Victoria and Seattle. The Kinshiu, which 
/eft Yokohama on May "S, had a good 
passage, and brought an average cargo. 
She had in all 1,800 tons of general 
cargo for overland points, composed of 
the usual shipments- of tea, matting, silk, 
and Chinese and Japanese merchandise. 
For Victoria she had about 100 tons, 
3,300 packages, which were lauded ut 
the Outer wharf. In her saloon she 
brought four passengers, Mrs. O'Shea, 
wife of the editor and owner of the 
Shanghai Gazette, and daughter, bound 
to Ireland, and Mr. Smith, at Smith ut, 
Baker, tea, silk and general merchants 
of Kobe, who was bound through, and 
K. Ivndo, a noted Japanese botanist who 
left the steamer here. .Mr. Kudo is 
bound to tile newly established botanical 
station at Port Renfrew, on the West 
Coast of Vancouver, island, where a 
large party of Minneapolis savants arc 
expected to arrive shortly to study ami 
classify the flora of the island coast. 
There were l-l steerage passengers for 
Victoria, four being Hindus, three of 
them former soldiers of the Indian 
army, and the remainder Chinese. There 
were (i!) steerage passengers for United 
States points. The Kinshiu after laud- 
ing her freight here, left for Seattle at 
■I p. ni. 

The next steamer of this line to come 
to Victoria, is the four-masted steamer 
Kamaluiru Maru, due hero on the 127th. 
She is u line steamer of six thousand 
tons, larger than the Tosa Maru, which 
was formerly the largest steamer to 
come into this port. The Kamakura has 
never been to Victoria, but when this 
lino was lirst organized she made one 
trip to Seattle. The Kamakura will 
lie followed by the new steamer Kaga 
Maru, in command of which is Captain 
Eckstrand, formerly of the Uiojun 
Maru. The Kaga. which was launched 
;i short time ugo, is a line modern 
steamer, with two masts and a tonnage 
of about 0,000. She will make her maid- 
en voyage when coming here, being due 
to arrive on July 11. The Nagasaki 
Press says that during her trial trip the 
greatest satisfaction was expressed 
throughout at all and everything apper- 
taining to the construction of the ves- 
sel. The cabins, which accommodate 
:!<! first class passengers, are beautifully 
fitted up and very comfortably furnished, 
while the saloon is luxuriously appointed. 
Many were the felicitations extended to 
the veteran master, Capt. Kekstrand, mi 
his command. 

Punctually at il o'clock the order to 
let go was given, and seen the Kaga 
Maru swung round and steamed slowly 
out of the barber. Once outside a Stiff 
wind was encountered, hut notwith- 
standing thus a speed of about 15 knots 
under ordinary pressure was attained. 
This -was considered very satisfactory. ( 

The Riojun will follow the Kaga. She 
has been in collision with another ves- 
sel of the line, the Mutsuyama Maru, 
formerly on this line. The Uiojun was 
uninjured by the collision, which occur- 
red at Yokosuka on the IStli, but the 
Matsuyuma had five plates broken on her 
bow. The Idzumi will follow the Riojun 
and then the Kinshiu will return. The 
Idzumi will hi! replaced after her next 
trip by another new 0,000 ton vessel, and 
thus the X. V. K. fleet will be vastly 
improved'. 

As can he seen witli the addition of 
these new liners the port of Victoria 
will have by far the most steamers milk- 
ing this their port of call than any 
other port on the Pacific, for all the 
C. I'. Ii. liners, a fleet of live, the N. 
I*, liners, X. Y. K. liners and other ves- 
sels make this their lirst and last port 
of call.

Caui 
talis ts in the United States understand 
better than those of Great Britain the 
conditions under which money is invest- 
ed in Canada. They are not greatly dif- 
ferent to those with which they are ac- 
customed in their own country. We are 
much inclined to regard the great inter- 
est which the press of the United 
States is taking in Canada as the pre- 
cursor of an equal interest in this 
country on the part of the investing 
public south Of the 10th parallel.

BRITISH EMPIRE POSTAGE. 

In the ordinary course of events the 
time cannot t«e far distant when the pre- 
sent issue of postage stamps of Great 
Britain and &w colonies and dependen- 
cies will bo replaced by new ones, bear- 
ing the portraits of King Edward VII. 
and his Royal Consort, Queen Alexan- 
dra^ Such .being tile ease, it has oc- 
curred to tho Colonist that an excellent 
opportunity is afforded to tho British 
people throughout the world to signalize 
the event by adopting a uniform "Em- 
pire" stamp, which shall be used uni- 
versally wherever the Union Jack Hies. 
This might be done without sacrificing 
the identity of any of the countries in- 
terested and still be made very effec- 
tive. Thus, Canada could have her 
stamps in any design d'-'sirod, but with 
the distinctive words "British Empire" 
printed on them, and so with the other 
colonies. 

Some of Our readers may look upon this 
as a small mat: ,, but, v.-j submit, that 
the adoption of such a system would d<i 
a great deal of good in conveying an 
idea of the solidarity of the British Em- 
pire to everyone who posted a letter 
within its limits, and that it would be 
an excellent lesson in geography to many 
who have vague notions concerning tlie 
extent and importance of the great 
world power to which they bear alle- 
giance. 



LOOKING TO CANADA. 

The interesting article from the Ore- 
gonian, which we printed a few days 
ago, describing in a general way the re- 
sources of Canada and expressing a 
warm appreciation of the future great- 
ness of the Dominion, is only one of 
many similar articles which have late- 
ly appeared in the United States press. 
Our neighbors have recently been pay- 
ing a very great ileal of attention to 
our country. This is a new departure 
on their part. When about liftcen 
years ago, Erastus Wiman published 
his notable articles, entitled, "Tho 
Greater Half of the Continent," in 
which some of the facts bearing upon 
the vast resources of Canada were set 
out, tho stateaieuts were accepted with 
a very great deal of reserve. About the 
year 18S9 tho present writer, at the re- 
quest of the Century Magazine, prepar- 
ed a paper treating in a general way 
with the sank! subject, and especially 
with the commercial importance to the 
United States of Canadian future busi- 
ness, and the editor of the Magazine 
. submitted the paper to the chief of the 
United States Bureau of Statistics. The 
latter declined to endorse it, saying that 
he would not like to say it was greatly 
exaggerated, hut such was his impres- 
sion. As a matter of fact, the article 
was an extremely moderate statement 
of the case, and would be regarded now, 
in the light of what has more recently 
been learned about tho Dominion, as 
exceedingly meagre. How great the 
change has been since then such an arti- 
cle as that of the Oregonian eloquent- 
ly testifies, for it is far stronger in fa- 
vor of Canada than that which the edi- 
tor of the Century Magazine published 
with hesitation a dozen or more years 
ago. 

The fact of the matter is that the 
people of tho United States are begin- 
ning to feel crowded. They ought not 
to be, for as compared witli Europeon 
countries, the republic is not thickly 
populated, But in land, as in every- 
thing else, our neighbor.! are most ex- 
travagant. They are exceedingly 
wasteful. They require more acres of 
land per head of tho population than 
any other people in the world. It is the 
same in respect to everything else, and 
JIOW having reached the limit Of what 
at one tirno seemed limitless possibil- 
ities of expansion, they are turning their 
eyes northward to discover new fields 
for investment and enterprise. They 
have been, as we have said, slow to

We have described the Central Main-' 
land as that part of British Columbia 
lying between the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way and the 54th parallel north of lati- 
tude, but in speaking of the Southern 
Mainland we h.-n already referred to 
a portion of the district, and therefore 
in what is now said no particulars will 
be given of that portion of tho New 
Westminster Mining Division, which lies 
north of the Eraser. This leaves to be 
considered an area about 220 miles in 
length from north to south, and -100 miles 
in breadth from east to west. A por- 
tion of it was formerly known as New 
Caledonia, and has also been described 
as the Great Central Plateau. It is 
mountainous on its eastern and western 
borders, and along the south there are 
many high elevations, but On the whole 
it is much less broken and elevated than 
tho Southern Mainland. It embraces 
many extensive areas over which the dif- 
ferences of altitude nre not great. It 
contains by far the greater portion ol 
the Fraser river, with its many tribu- 
taries. The Columbia swing-, through 
its southeasterly section in a great bend, 
which is one of the geographical pheno- 
mena Of the world. Its coast line is 
indented by many deep channels, into 
which How rivers from the interior. It 
eoutuins numerous lakes, some of then! 
of considerable magnitude. Chilco is 
probably the largest of them. It is 
situated in the southwest ami has a 
water service of upwards of 300 square 
miles. Oilier lakes are only a little 
smaller. In many places it is magnifi- 
cently timbered with Douglas fir, spruce 
and cedar. Its river valleys contains 
line farming land, although in some sec- 
tions towards the south irrigation is 
necessary. There are very extensive cat- 
tle ranges. The climate varies with the 
altitude, and the position as regards the 
coast, bat the snow may be said as a 
rule to lie in all parts of it during the 
winter, but the amount of precipitation 
i> not large. The summers are warmer 
and the winters colder than in the South- 
ern Mainland. Climatic conditions may 
be described as highly favorably with 
local variations. 

This is the portion of British Colum- 
bia from which such great things were 
anticipated before the discoveries in Koo- 
tenay, thai is in the Southern Mainland 
district, diverted attention from it. It 
has been a source of great wealth to 
the province and contributed no incon- 
siderable sum to the aggregate wealth 
of the world. Its output of placer gold 
exceeds $50,000,000. The "diggings" 
of Cariboo were in their day the most 
famous in the world. It is known to 
contain many deposits of ores of var- 
ious kinds, and towards the smith some- 
thing has been done in the way of de- 
veloping them. There is scarcely room 
for doubt that the same formations 
which have proved so productive south 
of the Canadian Pacific extend to the 
north of it along the western slop? of 
the Rocky Mountains, and such pros- 
porting as has been done warrants the 
belief that along the eastern slo|R> of 
the Coast Range valuable do;.., sits of 

gold and copper ore will be found. S 

valuable finds have been made along the 
coast and some of them are in process of 
development. In several localities excel- 
lent coal has 1 n found. Placer min- 
ing is yet carried on to some extent, 
but there have been no rei-ent discoveries 
of an extensive nature. Large hydraulic 
operations arc prosecuted, and others are 
projected. The mineral output of the 
whole district last year was about $7."iU,- 
000. 

Very large areas remain to !>•■ thor- 
oughly explored and prospeel ing has 
not as yet been at all exhaustive. The 
district unquestionably contains the ele- 
ments of great, industrial activity, ami 
among them agriculture and stock rais- 
ing will assume an important place. The 
lack of exhaustive surveys makes it im- 
possible to form any definite conclusion 
as to the extent of the farming land. 
It is necessarily confined to the lower 
levels, which means in most, cases the 
river valleys. These are numerous, anil 
seme of them are quite extensive. A 
very much greater area is available far 
stoel; raising. It will doubtless be 
found, as the country is opened up by 
roads and trails and milling makes farm- 
ing profitable, that very much land is 
suitable for crops, which is not now 
known.. This is the experience else- 
where in the Pacific Northwest. It was 
especially true of the State of Wash- 
ington, where as settlement has pro 
grossed the urea of arable land lias 
been found to be very much greater 
than was originally supposed. The valley 
ol" tho Nechaeo, a tributary of the Fras- 
er llowing into it from the west, has 
been described ns containing a large 
area Of very good farming land, flunked 
by excellent grazing areas. The eleva- 
tion is not great, and the region feds 
tho beneficial effects of the warm winds 
from the Pacific Ocean, which shorten 
the winters. The Nechaeo rises in a 
lake country lying south Of the 54th 
parallel, and its valley is certain to be 
the home of a large population. 

There nro no Large towns anywhere 
in this district, the 0. P. R. towns being 
for the purposes of these articles con- 
i 
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sidered as in the Southern Mainland. 
Settlement is widely scattered, and In 
no placo is at all dense. In the mutter 
of means of communication, the district 
is very poorly supplied. The Cariboo 
road extends from the Canadian Pacific 
northward through tho centre and 
through the settled portions there are 
roads and trails. There are no rail- 
ways. It is only the lack of suok means 
of communication that prevents the dis- 
trict from advancing rapidly in popula- 
tion and wealth. In the next article 
something will be said on this point. 

Seeing that imitation is tho sincerest 
flattery, the Vancouver World ought to 
take off! its hat to tire Vancouver Pro- 
vince. The former organized a scheme 
for giving a free trip to the Pan-Ameri- 
can to the most popular school teacher 
in the Terminal City, and the next day 
the Province came out with a scheme of 
substantially the same lines. Rivalry 
between newspapers is a wholesome 
thing when it is conducted on legitimate 
lines, but to a disinterested outsider, this 
sort of thing appears very absurd. Why 
could not the Province permit the World 
to have the benefit of its scheme? Of 
course the former may plead that not 
being favorable to monopoly, it was in 
duty bound to try and take the wind 
out of its contemporary's sails. 



It is said that the Boers want the 
fighting to stop. Then why do they not 
stop it 7 Our forces will never fire I'U- 
other shot if the Boers will only set 
the example. It is altogether likely 
that the mission of Mrs. Botha will 
prove a success, and that the advice' of 
her plucky husband will prevail over 
the crankiness or ICrUger.

Two special meetings of the city coun- 
cil were held during the earlier part, of 
the week, at which arrangements have 
been made for the purchasing of the 
necessary machinery and supplies for 
use in the new power house which is to 
be erected immediately, at a cost, of 
some $4,000. The dynamo, machinery, 
engines and boilers, etc., are all of the 
most up-to-date pattern, and will in 
many ways be far in advance of the 
present, plant. The machinery is cost- 
ing in the neighborhood of $21,000. 'flu- 
new dynamo, which is of twice the cap- 
acity Of the old one, is an automatic 
affair, which when running does away 
with the necessity of an attendant. 

The pump is also of twice the cap- 
acity of the one now ill use, and will 
pump 1,00(1 Imperial gallons per minute; 

When the new plant is in running 
onler it is more t'umi likely that a con- 
siderable reduction will be made in tin- 
lire insurance rates, which at present 
are preposterously high. Tenders have 
already been called for the diggings of 
the ditches for the laying of tho neces- 
sary pipes, which are to he of greater 
capacity than heretofore. It is more 
than probable flint the new power 
house will be completed in four month's 
time, and the plant in running order 
before the winter.

Japanese to Adopt Khaki for 
Their Army— Newspapers 
Suspended. 



New« was brought by the steamer 
iKinshiu Maru, which arrived this morn- 
jug from the Orient, that a Chinese pas- 
senger boat from Chiisun, "bound to 
Ningpu, was upset in a heavy squall in 
ithe Eastern Passage, close to Tiger Is- 
Jaml, on -May S, and out of the lifty- 
nine jiassengers and nine crew there 
were only two of the crew and seven pas- 
sengers saved, making a total of tifty- 
nine lost. Some ten or twelve boats put 
off to their assistance, but were too late 
to render much help in saving life. Tliere 
have been about thirty bodies brought 
to Cliinhai to be buried, says a Xiiigpo 
•despatch, and the sight on one of the jet- 
ties was very saddening, men, women, 
and children all laid in rows so that they 
could be recognized by their relatives 
and friends. The junk, after capsizing, 
-drifted away to the northward. It is 
stated that the greater number of the 
passengers met their fate in the cabin, 
they being unable to get out. 

The Japanese authorities have decided 
to change their present military uniform 
throughout all branches of the army. 
Though the existing uniforms are finely 
made, yet for practical purposes they are 
very inconvenient, especially the white 
clothing, which, in addition to its ex- 
pense, requires to he frequently washed. 
The campaign in North China has shown 
tlie many disadvantages of white cloth- 
ing, where much trouble was experienced 
in obtaining the necessary water fur 
washing purposes. On future occasions 
the latter will he supplied with the new 
uniform, which will be either of a grey 
or khaki color. 

News was brought by the Kiiuhiu 
that Geo. ,.U. Schilling, of New York, has 
arrived in Kobe on his self imposed task 
of walking round the world, having now 
completed some twenty-three thousand 
miles. Mr, Schilling says he is doing 
this for a wager, the conditions of the 
wager, made in 1S07, being tlvit he 
.should waJk round the whole world in the 
space of four years, and without beg- 
ging, borrowing or spending a cent, 
should return to New York with $5,000 
in cash. He started out on August 15, 
1S97, attired in a suit made from news- 
papers and absolutely penniless, ex- 
changing his paper suit for boots and 
clothing when arriving the same, day 
ut Youkers. Travelling right across the 
continent to the Pacific coast, he took 
ship at Victoria for Australia. Thence 
he proceeded to New Zealand, and from 
New Zealand to India. lie attempted 
to cross China, entering at Bhamo last 
January, but after penetrating some two 
hundred miles into the empire, lie took 
the advice of a missionary and returned 
to the coast. Later he visited Hong- 
kong and Shanghai, the latter with the 
intention of walking thence to Pekin, 
hut was told that the country was still 
in too unsettled a condition to permit 
this to be done. 

Landing at Nagasaki in the early part 
of -May, -Mr. Schilling proceeded on foot 
to Moji, and crossing the straits to 
Tokuyamu, walked to Kobe in eight 
days. 

Several Tokio and Yokohama Japan 
esc papers, including the Maeuchi, Iloehi 
and l'omouri, have beeu .suspended 
publishing the manifesto of the Shakai 
-Uinshu-to, or Japanese Socialistic party, 
whose object is to practise socialism in 
Japan. The government has taken ex. 
eeption to the society and suspended pap 
vvh which published their manifesto. The 
Yomiouri netted the authorities and steps 
■were being taken when the steamer left 
to close its doors. 

(.'mint Watanabe, Japanese minister of 
finance, is arranging for a visit to the 
United States.

KEEPINGS CHINESE OUT. 

Inspector Cooksley Speaks of Work on 
Lower Eraser. 

Deputy Immigration Inspector, W. T. 
Cooksley, who was in town yesterday 
(Tuesday), says the Westminster Co- 
lumbian, reports that during the last 
week he has succeeded in turning hack 
three more Chinamen, who were making 
their way toward the h'raser river can- 
neries, from United Stales territory. He 
had been on the watch for four, anil at 
;> o'clock in the morning last Thursday 
he received the word he had been wait- 
ing for and caught three out of the 
four as they crossed from Point Rob- 
erts into Canada on the Chewassin Trail, 
near Port Guichou. They were Low 
Poy, alias China Sam, Chin Tin, ami 
Wan Chung, and were duly escorted 
bad; to the frontier next day, when 
the United States officers were on hand 
to take them to the point of deporta- 
tion for China. This makes S3 Orien- 
tals, which have been turned back, and, 
though doubtless some have succeeded 
in evading the officers, there is no doubt 
many more have beeu deterred from 
making the attempt. 

Mr. Cooksley has gone to Seattle to 
give evidence in the case of Gat Yean, 
one of the men he turned back iiome 
weeks ago. Gat Yean is lighting against 
being deported to China, and has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining temporary liberty 
on a habeas corpus. Mr. Cooksley, how- 
ever, will be able to testify to the man 
having been in Canada, and will clinch 
his own evidence by producing affidavits 
from several people who saw Gat Yean 
over here. 



Mr. C. E. Lang, of Winnipeg, has

He left the 
Northern Pacific a short time ago to 
enter the employ of the Canadian North- 
ern at Winnipeg, and the fact that the 
Northern Pacific railway is again after 
his services shows the esteem he is held 
in by his old employers. 

Leigbtner is expected to arrive from 
Winnipeg this evening in charge of De- 
fective Palmer. In the connection with 
the efforts to settle with the companies, 
an incident has happened that will re- 
quire a little explanation. As will bo 
remembered, Leigbtner telegraphed to 
friends in Victoria to send him $400. 
This was sent, but on Saturday evening 
a telegram came from Leightner saying 
he was coming to the Coast, and advis- 
ing his friends to recall the money or- 
der they had sent for the amount. They 
sent a wire recalling the order, but re- 
ceived a despatch stating that the 
amount had been garnisheed, but by 
whom the wire did not say. It is not 
possible that Leightner could have in- 
curred a debt of that amount during his 
stay in Winnipeg, and there is no way 
to account for the action, unless one of 
the companies took it? -Messrs. Bod well 
& Duff have been retained by the 
friends of Leightner and Mr. George E. 
Powell is representing the companies.

TEN TRIBES 



Interesii'ng Lecture at Christa- 
cielphian Meeting on Sun- 
day Evening. 



"The Lost Ten Tribes of Israel Not 
the British Nation," was the subject of 
a lecture by the Christii''"!phinns 1" 
their meeting room in the A. U. U. \V. 
building on Sunday evening last. In 
tho course of his remarks the lecturer 
said that while the question of the iden- 
tity of the ten tribes of Israel was in- 
teresting because of the historical and 
ethnological study involved, the real in- 
terest attaching to the Anglo- Israelite 
theory, with which he was specially 
dealing, was the claim put forward that 
■the British people were enjoying' the 
fulfilment of God's promised blessings 
to Israel, and that the everlasting cov- 
enant to Abraham was the birthright 
of the British nation. This aspect of 
the question, it was claimed, was the 
incentive and objective of the theory. 
Lf Jehovah designed that Israel should 
always remain under th 



if the 
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old covenant, u:.der which certahil 
were thrust out of His sight, and scat- 
tered among the nations, to become a 
scoff and a bye-word, there would be 
little desire on the part of any one to 
claim kinship with a people so contemn- 
ed. 

' It was admitted by the leaders of the 
Anglo-Israelite theory, that profane his- 
tory was not in itself conclusive of theil 
claims, but that such testimony was cor- 
roborative of Bible testimony. upon 
which latter they mainly depend. The 
object of the lecturer was, therefore, to 
show the incompatibility of th" theory 
with the Bible's historical ami pro- 
phetical statements. lie likened the 
outside so-called "corroborative" evi- 
dence to a romantic story in fiction. It 
was impossible to credit, from u purely 
historical point of view, that a people, 
who had lost all knowledge of their 
identity, and had no incentive to nation- 
al cohesion, should pass through the peo- 
ples of Europe and finally settle them- 
selves in the British Isles, ami yet leave 
behind them in Europe peoples, as far 
as human knowledge and discernment 
can make out, of the same Mock, iinine, 
physique, etc. Such wou'd In- possi- 
ble no doubt in the provide ice of (Soil, 
but as a purely historic!* fact, it, can- 
not be credited. The .lews, as we see 
them today, it was contended, are ;ill 
that remains of the ancient nation of 
Israel. In them, no doubt, were the 
remnant of all the tribes. IVhen the ten 
tribes were carried captive to Assyria, 
it is not at all likely that the whole of 
them were deported. lit was not the 
habit of conquerors so to do. Besides 
many would flee to the mountains ami 
(fastness of the country, and so escape 
their would-be captors, while others 
would seek refuge among their brother:] 
of Judah. As to those who were car- 
ried off, many stragglers would find 
their way back to the land of their fa- 
thers; but the bulk, no doubt, ol the na- 
tion remained in Assyria for many cen- 
turies, if we believe flic testimony of 
Josephus, who says they were there 
in iii.s day. The operation of the curses 
of the covenant under which both 
houses of Israel went into captivity, 
would naturally mark them out. in the 
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eyes of the nations as one 
in course of time, tribal 
were iosl, and the term ".1 
the common designation i 
wherever found.

The fust contained absolute 
blessings to Abraham and his seed: the 
second contained cursing as well as- 
blessing, and was made operative on the 
conditions of obedience or disobedi- 
ence. These two covenants could not 
operate concurrently. The Abrahiunic 
covenant, it was shown, arched over the 
conditional covenant, and beyond it, to 
•■the time of the end," when Israel will 
be withered from their dispersion and 
again established in the land promised 
by the oath of Jehovah to their fath- 
ers as a possession in perpetuity, never 
again to he rooted up. It is when this 
covenant comes into operation, and 
when the people are once more in their 
land as one nation, that nil the bless- 
ings Cod has promised them shall b? 
made good. The everlasting and uncon- 
ditional covenant being still outstand- 
ing. Israel must today be under the 
curses of the Sinniatic covenant, a fact 
which precludes the possibility of the 
nation, or any part of it, occupying a 
position so powerful and honored its that 
of Great Britain. According to that 
covenant they must be a down-trodden, 
despised and wandering people, dispers- 
ed throughout the nations of tho earth. 

Referring to the distinction between 
"Judah" and "Israel," so important to 
the Anglo-Israelite theory, it was con- 
tended that too much was made of it. 
It was but a political distinction, and 
did not alter the fact that all of the 
twelve tribes were the children of Ja- 
cob (Itsrilol), nor that God's covenant 
was made with the united house; and, 
as a consequence, all the tribes, who 
were equally responsible to the terms 
of the covenant, and who proved equal- 
ly rebellious, must together he reaping 
the sore curses Jehovah promised should 
come upon them. The subject will be 
continued next Sunday evening, when 
many of the more important of the alleg- 
ed identities which are said to prove 
that the British nation are the "lost" 
ten tribes, will be discussed.

Chances of Damage 



Water Though Perilously Near 
the Top of New Dyke lis 
Subsiding. 



The following extracts from a priv- 
ate letter, addressed to Mr. J. It. An- 
derson, deputy minister of agriculture, 
throws some light oil the condition of 
affairs at Chilliwack during last week: 

'"We have terribly cold weather to- 
night, mountains have received a fresh 
covering of snow. I am shivering while 
I write this brief message. 

"I WOH out today on Gamp slough, 
where there are many promising op- 
chnrds, chiefly apples, and arc well la- 
den with fruit, but I regret to add there 
is much cvidenco of anthracnose of quite 
recent date. There is only one thing for 
those people to do, that is begin with 
heavy spraying early in the fall, after 
having cut and burned all dead branch- 
es, then keep on spraying during the 
winter with double strength bordeaux. 1 
advise this. 

"1 got a severe wetting today. We 
had a very unusual thunder storm; the 
rain came down in torrents. I hear 
that the 1'" laser hat; cut away land at 
one or two points, and is perilously 
near the new dyke. Should hot weather 
succeed this cold spell, which is nut un- 
usual, we may be caught yet, but there 
is an immense volume of water going 
out now. 

"The temperature went down to -12 
degrees last night, and wo had a slight 
hail storm. I cannot remember having 
seen as cold weather in June in this' 
neighborhood. 

'•There are some '2,000 Indians from 
ail parts of the province congregated 
here this week, an affair of the Roman 
Catholic church. I understand they are 
to produce the Passion Play here this 
evening. The place is full of curious 
people, some having come from Spokane. 
The Harrison house is crowded as nev- 
er before." 

Since the above was written a Colon- 
ist reporter visited Chilliwack. He left 
tliere on Saturday morning, and at tho 
time of his departure the river was low- 
ering rapidly. Portions of Sumas were 
flooded, hut tho people felt satisfied 
that the danger of a general Hood had 
greatly lessened and if cool weather, 
prevailed for a few days longer no seri- 
ous damage need be apprehended.

SATJLR ISLAND. 

Attempts to Stop Further Washing 
Away of "Graveyard or 
the Atlantic." 

Attempts are being made by the 
Dominion government to render Sable 
Islaud, off the coast of Nova Scotia, less 
dangerous to shipping. .Sable Island is 
sometimes called the- "graveyard of 
the Atlantic," so numerous have been 
the ships and lives lost on its shifting 
sands. The Halifax Herald has the 
following in regard to a tree-planting 
expedition which Deputy Minister Gour- 
dcau of the marine department recently 
made to the island: 

The Dominion government is trying 
an experiment on Sable Island. It is 
known that that great bank of sand that 
constitutes such a menace to navigators 
is being gradually washed away by the 
action of ocean currents, waves and 
wind. Col. Gourdenu, Canadian deputy 
minister of marine, when he was in 
Prance a year ago, heard that on tho 
coast of Brittany a species of shrub 
had been found valuable there in a 
sandy region in preventing the changing 
of the sand and in preserving the topo- 
graphy of the country. On his report 
the government ordered S0,000 of those 
shrubs from France, to he sot out on 
Sable Island in the hope of stopping the 
encroachment of the elements there and 
preventing the eventual disappearance 
of what remains of the island. The 
deputy minister returned from Saldo 
Island yesterday, after a week spent in 
superintending the planting of f.he 
shrubs. They are temporarily " heeled 
in" near the central station. The island 
is now reduced to 28 miles in length by 
one mile in width—not much more than 
half its size a century ago. The govern- 
ment, acting on the principal that as a 
great shoal it would he more dangerous 
than as the present Sable Island, decid- 
ed on trying to preserve it by planting 
many small trees to bind the' sand and 
keep it intact. If these shrubs succeed 
on (lie island, more will be imported. 
The first bouse of refuge was built, by 
the government on the west end in 1S03. 
To-day the spot where it stood is 11 or 
12 miles out in the ocean, west of the 
present islaud.

Sir,— However vivid and minute the de- 
scription which may Us given of t lie 
southern portion of the Kootenny, Coast 
people, or those who have not actually 
viewed thai glorious country with their 
i wn eyes, can form but a faint conccp- 
tmn of lis wonderful feitibn its dolec 
able climate, its boundless stores of 
mineral wealth, its interminable forests 
i C mngTiilicont timber. When dealing 
wiili the practical side of thu matter, it 
tuny lie as well to spare I lie reader any- 
thing more than a bare reference to its 
marvellous scenery, its si reams and 
lakes leaping wiih lish that light valiant- 
ly with tlie lucky angler; or of its birds 
ami animals of the chase. These, of 
course have their place in tile calcula- 
tions of the most practical persons, when 
seeking an arena for lift) work. Even 
the shrewd railway projector is not al- 
together unmindful of the hard cash 
value of them to his railway; what time 
tln> tourist ami the sportsman come in 
their legions seeking pastures new. 

'J'n the observant traveller through 
that; wonderland of the West, nothing 
is more obvious than the fact that very 
much remains to be done by the railway 
companies in the matter of extending and 
lidding to their lines in all directions. 
It. is true Hint none lias been more apt 
to seize upon this fact than the great 
Canadian ['aciiic railway, which, it is 
understood, lias projected Lines upon ail 
the. more feasible routes, and has includ- 
ed in its policy the gradual extension of 
its system so as to ramify the Southern 
KootVnays in the most effectual man- 
ner. With the struggle of smaller con- 
cerns to obtain a foothold in this ter- 
ritory, the people of British Columbia 

are familiar. It is one of the st 

romantic chapters in the railway history 
of the Dominion. While many have been 
keenly disappointed at the failure ot 
those" competing companies to achieve 
their object, the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way has given the strongest pledges that 
the' lines of communication which are 
to solve the problem of "what to do with 
the Kootenays," will lie built all in good 
time. 

Perhaps the most interesting of nil 
the railway lines in the upper country 
is the Columbian and Western, which 
extends from West Robson, on the Co- 
lumbia river, to Midway, and has been 
surveyed much farther west. The his- 
tory of the building of this line is quite 
a romance in itself. The contractors en- 
countered obstacles in the progress of 
const ruction which were enough to dis- 
courage tho most determined; one set 
of contractors abandoned their contract, 
ami another set took it up, and so on. 
but the line was eventually complied 
through the dillicult portion, in the moun- 
tains between Uobsou and the Kettle 
river. The tunnel, which was driven 
on this line, through a mountain of solid 
rock, is one of the marvels of railway 
construction in the province. 

Immediately after leaving Robson the 
train passes many a famed mining camp. 
There is the great Burnt Basin dist ..-•(, 
Inr up the mountains, reckoned to con- 
tain ample deposits of the precious metals 
lo justify tim most extensive operations. 
All around this district the prospectors 
are busy at all season of the year. One 
llimly and daring miner has bored a hole 
in the face of n beetling cliff hundreds 

Of foot, ill height; the drop from the 
mouth of tlie mine In the bouhk'ir-strewn 
shoulder below being fully three hun- 
dred feet sheer. From this it can be 
gathered thai what tlie prospector* of 
the ICooton.'iy miss is hardly worth no- 
tice. Wild, savage, appalling in its op- 
pressive grandeur the scenery here 
nitidis anything on tlie main line of the 
!'. !'. K. Foaming torrents that are riv- 
ers in dimensions, pour "endlessly, with 
thundering roar, over the lip of abysses 
ilii- bottom of which cannot be discerned 
from th" cur windows, and drench the 
sombre woodlands round in everlasting 
mist. The practical man sees in those 
gigantic "grey mare tails" millions of 
horsepower going lo waste; he calculates

Experts will tell I he visitor 
1hat the soil is of a soil which is ad- 
mirably suited tu what may be termed 
gairel-en-fanning: thai is. mixed farming 
in which fruit and vegetable-raising 
lakes a conspicuous place. 

Tin- aspect of the country reminds one 
strongly of certain parts of Western On- 
tario, or of the dales on the borders of 
Scotland. Everywhere are to be soon 
the trim cottages or more pretentious 
dwellings of people who are evidently 
well-to-do. One might search far to feast 
his eyes unon n more pleasingly tranquil 
limscaDS than that of the Kettle valley 
toward evening, when the foin is mel- 
lowing into the west, and tho blue 
smoke ascends from cottage and farm- 
house straight into the sapphire skv;
